Desirous of Spending Closing Years 
of His LTe In His Own Country, Old 
Diplon ct Who Since 1907 Has Been 
One of the Most Popular Figures in 
Washington Official Life, Sends File 
Resignation to Foreign Office. 


London, 
Nov. ll.- -It Is said that 
Great Britain proposes to pend over as 
Jam es Bryce's successor Sir Cecil Ar­ 
thur Spring-Rico. who is at present the 
envoy 
extraordinary 
ant! 
minister 
plenipotentiary of Great Britain to 
Sweden. 
Ile was secretary of the 
British embassy at Washington while 
Lord Pa unicefote was the ambassador. 


Washington, Nov. l l.—Great Brit- 
ain’s ambassador to the United States 
sfnco 1907. Jam es Bryce, has resigned. 
It was learned that in sending his res­ 
ignation to the British foreign office 
he asked to be relieved as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Ambassador Bryce has asked 
to be relieved merely because he has 
become tired uf being absent from his 
own country and desires to spend the 
closing yars of his life there. The am­ 
bassador called at the White House 
Saturday and had a long hour’s talk 
with President Taft. 
It is assumed 
that he notified the president at that 
interview informally of his intention. 
Ambassador 
Bryce’s 
resignation 
ccmes also before any settlement has 
been brought about of the differences 
between the Toited States and Great 
Britain in regard to the Panama canal 
tolls. Mr. Bryce denied that there was 
any dissatisfaction on the part of the 
British government with his conduct 
of the Panama canal tolls case. 
In 
this connection it was recalled that 
reports were in circulation bef ire Am­ 
bassador Bryce sailed to Australia last 
spring that he would not return to . 
Washington. 
Ambassador Bryce 
b a s 
been 
the 
most popular of Great Britain’s ambas­ 
sadors to this country. 
It has been 
said of Mr. Bryce that he not dniy 
told a great main thousands of Amer­ 
icans lots of things they never knew 
about 
themselves, 
but 
unfolded 
to 
Englishmen for the first time the real 
American character, and more than 
any other individual now living, had 
contributed to develop the good feel­ 
ing existing between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Everyone 
who 
knows 
anything 
about Mr. Bryce thinks of him first 
as the author of “The American Com­ 
monwealth" and “The Holy Roman 
Empire.” 
But really Mr. Bryce Is 
more than a scholar. 
He is an all- 
around man. and his departure from 
the country wilt leave a vacancy on 
the list of popular after dinner speak­ 
ers that It will be hard to fill. 
Personally the British ambassador 
bad been unassuming, genial, and a 
delightful conversationalist. 
He bas 
been especially fond of athletics, and 
the figure of Janies Bryce with his 
white hair and white beard, plodding 
energetically over the highways out­ 
ride of Washington has come to be a 
familiar sight bere.

A STRONG HAND FOR ORDER 


Philadelphia. Nov. ll.—Clement A. 
Griscorn, president of the Internation­ 
al Navigation company and chairman 
of the board of directors of the Inter­ 
national Mercantile Maritime compa­ 
ny, died suddenly at his home here 
Sunday night of congestion of the 
brain. 
He was seventy-two years old. 
His wife, his three sons, 
Lloyd C..

W ashington. Nov. ll.—Fast assum­ 
ing serious proportions is the situation 
growing out of the German govern­ 
m ent’s determination to drive the 
Standard Oil company from the father­ 
land. 
M atters have gone far enough 
now' to indicate 
positively that the 
United States stands ready to make a 
vigorous protest against the proposed 
action of the German government if 
the slightest ground can be found un­ 
der our existing treaty or the author­ 
ity conferred by the maximum and 
minimum clause of the Payne-Aldrich 
law. 
At the same time it is now apparent 
that Germany will resent any diplo­ 
matic representations on the part of 
the United States and will contend 
that the proposed establishment of an 
oil monopoly by the government is 
merely a m atter of regulating interna­ 
tional affairs and does not justify any 
Interference by an outside govern­ 
ment. 
Information that has come to Wash­ 
ington has led to the definite conclu­ 
sion that if the monopoly in illuminat­ 
ing oil is carried through successfully 
by the German interests it w ill be fol­ 
lowed by the establishment of similar 
monopolies in gasoline and lubricating 
oils. 
The Immediate effect of the estab­ 
lishing of the German monopoly will 
be a reduction of the consumption of 
American oil of about 20 per cent, and 
this will be still further decreased in 
the future.

Washington, Nov. 11.—Fast assum- 


ing serious proportions is the situation 
growing out of the German govern- 
ment's determination to drive the 
Standard Oil company from the father- 
land. Matters have gone far enough 
now to indicate 
positively that the 


United States stands ready to make a 
vigorous protest against the proposed 
action of the German government if 
the slightest ground can he found un- 
der our existing treaty or the author- 
ity conferred by the maximum and 
minimum clause of the Payne-Aldrich 
law. 


At the same time it is now apparent 


that Germany will resent any diplo- 
matic representations on the part of 
the United States and will contend 
that the proposed establishment of an 
oil monopoly by the government is 
merely a matter of regulating interna- 
tional affairs and does not justify any 
interference by an outside govern- 
ment. 


Information that has come to Wash- 


ington has led to the definite conclu- 
sion that if the monopoly in illuminat- 
ing oil is carried through successfully 
by the German interests it will be fol- 
lowed by the establishment of similar 
monopolies in gasoline and lubricating 
oils. 


The immediate effect of the estab- 


lishing of the German monopoly will 
be a reduction of the consumption of 
American oil of about 20 per cent, and 
this will ne still further decreased in 
the future.

of' Acushnet, 


Mass, which four years ago gave 
Bryan 12 votes and Taft 118. This 
year it gave Taft 104, Wilson 52 
and Roosevelt 50. Taft's loss was 
fourteen votes, or approximately 12 
per cent, of his vote in 1908. Carry- 
ing this percentage of loss through 
the 
7,678,908 votes polled 
four 


years ago, it could be 
seen 
that 


nearly 1,000,000 votes of his 1,269,- 
00 plurality over Bryan was being 
swept away in one small return. The 
drift of the tide was clearly indicated 
in the figures showing the Taft loss 
at Acushnet. 


But it was more clearly indicated 


there in another way. The new vo- 
ters at Acushnet were not for Taft. 
There seem to have been many of 
them, the increase in the vote over 
that of 1908 being about 60 per cent: 
.This, it was to be seen, had been di- 
vided, practically, between Wilson 
and Roosevelt. The younger genera- 
tion had failed to lieed the warning 
of the old Cape Cod fishermen telling 
Them of free trade years in which 
fish eculd not be sold at Lent.
